SUMMARY: The Director, U.S. mh and 
Wildlife Service thereinafter, the Direc- 
tor and the &rvice, respectively) hereby 
issues a rulemaking which determine6 
Critical Habitat for the Florida hrer- 
glade kite utostrhumus 8ocfaMus plum- 
beus), American peregrine falcon tFa&o 
peregrinus anatum). palila (PsU#ro&a 
bailleG), dusky seaside sparrow (A- 
iwisa maritima niareacm), Cape Sable 
sparrow (Ammospiza mwitimu mira- 
bfZW , and Morn, Bay kangaroo rat (M- 
podomvs heerma nni m4mcwnsis). This 
nllemakhlg is issued puIsu&nt to Section 

7oitheEn da&wed Species Act Of 1973 
(16 U.S.C. 1531-1543; 87 Btat. 884; here- 
inafter the Act). In accordance with 
sectioll7, aJ Federal agencies will be re- 
wired to insure that actions authorized, 
funded, or carried out by them do not 
adversely affect these Critical Habitats.

In the Fmrhu Rmxmm of July 14. 
1976 (41 FR 28978-28979). the Service 
propceed the determination of Critical 

Habitat for the Endangered Cape Seble 
sparrOw, a &mall bird of southern Flor- 
ida. In the FEDERAL REGIS~ of August 
30, 1976 (41 F’R 3561835618). the Serv- 
ice proposed the determination of Criti- 
cal Habitat for the EMangered Ameri- 
can peregrine ffilcon, in a portion of itd 
range in northern California, and for the 
Endangered Morro Bay kangaroo rat, a 
small rodent found alOng part of the 
California coast. In the Fenra~~ Rstxsm 
of December 3, 1976 (41 FR 53074- 
53075). the Service proposed the deter- 
mination of Critical Habitat for two En- 
dangered Florida birds, the Florida E 
glade kite and dusky seaside ssparr~w. 
&l th4? FEDERAL REMSTEEl Of December 22, 
1976 (41 FR 5572B-55732), the Service 
proposed the de termination of Critical 
Habitat for the Endangemd palila, a 
small bird of the Hawaiian Honeycreep- 
er Fbnily.

The Critical Habitat mwosal for the 
peregrine falcon ws6 supported in its a- 
tirety by the California Department of 
Fish and Came, Napa County Board Of 
Supervisors. Sierra Club. Southwest Be- 
g&al I&&esentative of the Wilderness 
society, Ecology Center of Southern 
Californ& and two private citisens. The 
Federal Power Commissi on said that its 
responsibilities would not be significant- 
ly iifected by the proposal. 

The Are-a Gedhenaal Supervisor of 
the U.S. aeological survey at Menlo 
Park$ cal.ifomia sul3gested that closelr 
supervised geothermal operations would 

: cause minimal disturbance to the pere- 
g-rine in the areas involved. AMAK, Inc. 
of Denver indicated that it would not be 
necessary to have such large zones re- 
stricted to human utilisation. These 
comments may reilect an incomple* un- 
derstanding of the proPod. No par- 
ticular activity is automatically prohib- 
ited in the Critical Habitat areas. Each 
individual action that may be of concern 
would be evaluated on its own merits 
with respect to the welfare of the nere- 
mine. 

The U.S. Energy Research and De- 
velopment Administration. California 
Stati? Lands COmmission, Aminoil USA, 
Magma Power Company, Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company, and Dr. Ken- 
neth E. Stager of the Los Angeles County 
Museum of Natural History wrote in OP- 
position to designation of one of the 
proposed Critical Habitat areas, the Cobb 
Mountain Zone. Extensive research by 
Dr. Stager and other workers indicates 
that there is only one rewrt of nestina 
in this zone. This report was made in 
1936 and now is considered questionable. 
Therefore, determination of the Cobb 
Mountain Zone ss Critical Habitat is not 
being made at this time, but the Service 
would be prepared to make such a deter- 
mination at any time it is warranted by 
appropriate data. 

On the basis of fleld studies, the C.%li- 
fornia State Director of the U.S. Bureau 
of Land Management recommended that 
the ProPosed Palisades-Table Bock Crit- 
ical Habitat zone be enlarged by adding 
the following aress: T9N B6W S% Sec. 
3. S% Sec. 4. Sec. 10. 8% Sec. 11, Nj/2 
Sec. 14, N’h Sec. 15. The Service now has 
this recommendation under considera- 
tion. 

The Critical Habitat proposal for the 
Cam Sable sparrow was supported in 
writing by three private citixens. The 
EnvirOnmental Defense Fund, New York 
Zoological Society. and Smithsonian In- 
stitution also supported the proposal, but 
suggested that it might be too restrictive 
or that other messures also would be 
needed for the conservation of the 
species. The Florida Audubon Society 
called for the addition of the following 
areas as Critical Habitat: T57S H37E 
Sec. 9,10,X-16. As acknowledged by the 
Audubon Society, however. these aress 
arenotnowknowntobeusedbvthe

sparrow, and the Service is not including 
them in the present rulemaking. The 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers noted that 
the proposal could affect portions of the 

Central and Southern Plorida Flood 
Control proJet& but did not indicate op- 
position. 

The National Park Ser&e recom- 
mended that the following aress be 
added to the proposed designation: T57S 
H264iE. T584iS H35E, and T58?‘2S 
H36?4E in Everglades National Park; 
and T58S H37E Sec. 25. 26, T58S R38E 
sec. 27. and T59S H38E Sec. 4 outside 
of the Park. The Park Service also 
recommended deletion of the following 
areas from the proposal: T558 B87E 
Sec. 25, T55S H38E -Sec. 19. 20. 29, 30. 
The Service has evaluated these recom- 
mendations and is making the additions 
and deletions in this rulemaking. 

The Critical Habitat proposal for the 
Morro Bay kangaroo rat was supported 
by the California Deoartmen t of Fish 
and Game and the Ecology Center of 
Southern California. No comments ex- 
messina oonosition were received. 

The Florida Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission, the National Audubon 
Society, the Tropical Audubon Society, 
the Audubon Societg of the Everglades, 
the Florida Audubon Society, and two 
mivatp citizens wrote in support of the 
proposed Critical Habitat f&r both the 
Florida Everglade kite and dusky seaside 
sparrow. The National Park Service 
recommended no designation of Critical 
Habitat in Everglades National Park, be- 
cause the area was not now regularly 
uUlized by the kite. Fish and Wildlife’ 
Service biologists, however, consider that 
even the limited use of this area is of 
importance to such a scarce bird, and 
that the Park is of potential great value 
to an expanding kite population. The 
Central and Southern Florida Flood Con- 
trol District suggested that the Critical 
Habitat designation be expanded to in- 
clude those portions of Water Conserva- 
tion Area 3 bounded by Florida State 
Highway 84 on the south, U.S. Highway 
27 on the east, Levees L-5 and L-i on 
the north, and L-28 on the west: and 
Conservation Area 3B bounded by L-30 
on the east. L-29 on the south, L-6% on 
the northwest, and the Miami Canal on 
the northeast. The Service now has these 
recommendations under consideration. 
Two other Parties. the Royal Palm Au- 
dubon Society and the -Palm Bea& 
County Executive Committee of the 
Sierra Club, wrote to support Critical 
Habitat designation for the Florida 
Everglade kite. And two additional par- 
ties, the Indian River Audubon Society 
and the Conservation Alliance of St. 
Lucie County, wrote to support Critical 
Habitat designation for the dusky sea- 
side sparrow. 

Letters in support of the proposed 
designation of Critical Habitat for the 
Wila were received from the Governor 
of Hawaii, the State Forester of Hawaii, 
the U.S. Forest Service, the Golden Gate 
Audubon Society, and three other par- 
ties. The New York Zoological Society 
also su~porkd the designation, but sug- 
gested that the area in question be more 
precisely described. The International 
Council for Bird Preservation recom- 
mended that the Critical Habitat area 
be enlarged to include former portions 
of the range of the palila, where the 

species might be restored under prop 
management. The Service would be pr 
p& ~h.ymse designation of su 

warranted by sp~mprla 
data. Professor Sheila Conant of t: 
University of Hawaii recommend, 
specification of an upper elevation lin 
for the Critical Habitat zone. Althoui 
the background section of the Servic! 
proposal did indicate that the Critic 
-Habitat sane extended to 10,000 feet, a~ 
it was the Service’s intention to delin 
ate only the area below that elevatic 
the legal designation contained no refe 
ence to such a limit. This problem h 
been dealt with in the final rulemakir 

B~sxs FOR DRTERMINATION 

All of the areas delineated below a 
considered Critical Habitat because tb 
contain constituent elements essential 
the survivaJ or recovery of one of t 
species in question. Specifically for t 
American peregrine falcon, the delin 
ated areas have been utilized extensive 
by the species within the last few yea 
and all contain many excellent nest& 
sites. These areas also have or are ad.i 
cent to high concentrations of passeri 
birds, taken as prey by the falcons. ‘I? 
named zones referred to below were 
designated for convenience by field pe 
sonnel. It is emphasized that these are 
represent only -small segments of wh 
may be the overall Critical Habitat 
the American peregrine falcon in t: 
United States, and that additional are 
may be proposed for de&nation in t’ 
near future. 

With regard to the Cape Sable sps 
row, the areas delineated below conta 
the largest known concentration of t 
species in the United States, and are tl 
only known areas that currently can 
said to support a major viable popul. 
tion. The urairie vegetation of the 
areas appears necessary for the surviv 
of the species. Additional informati! 
regarding the oresent or future distrib; 
t&n of the sparrow could lead to pr 
posed modification of the Critical Hab 
tat delineation. 

With resoect to the Morro Bay ka 
garco rat, the area delineated below co: 
tains a significant population of the sp 
ties within an overall biotic communi 
that still exists in a relatively natur 
state. Studies by the California Depar 
ment of Fish and Game have found th 
this area contains all the elements r 
@red for the survival of the Morro B: 
kangaroo rat, and that those elemer. 
stand a good chance of being maintain 
if the area can be properly protecti 
Additions or modifications to the deei 
nated area may be proposed in the f 
ture. 

With respect to the Florida Everglat 
kite, the areas delineated below cants 
the best and largest remaining stretch 
of suitable habitat for the species. The 
areas support substantial numbers of a 
ple snails (Pomacea palu&sa) urn 
which the kites depend for food. ‘I7 
snails, in turn, are dependent on mat 
tenance of water levels in the mar&c 
The delmated areas have suitable wat 
levels or have good potential for befi 
managed for maximum snafl productio 
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With respect to the dusky seaside spar- 
row, the areas delineated below contain 

. . 1 the world’s entire population of the spe- 
ciee.. These areas are covered predomi- 
nantly by open expanses of moist cord- 
g-mw (Spartinu bake& savannas, about 
10 to 15 feet above mean sea level. The 
sparrow seems to be fully adapted to this 
restricted habitat with its high salinity 
aspects. 

The palila depends on the area deline- 
ated below for food, shelter, and nesting 
sites; it cannot survive without the 
mamane and naio trees found therein. 
Moreover, the delineated area appar- 
ently contains the world’s entire known 
population of palila, and supports most of 
the large and intermediate-sized ma- 
mane and naio trees on Mauna Kea. This 
area is large enough to allow space for 
the population to expand, and includes a 
full range of altitudinal and geographi- 
cal sites needed by the palila for normal 
life cycle movement. Such movement is 
the response of the species to shifting 
seasonal and annual patterns of flower- 
ing, seed set, and ensuing pod develop- 
ment of the mamane vegetation. 

EFFECTS OF THE RULEMAKING 

The effects of Critical Habitat deter- 
mination involve primarily Federal agen- 
cies. In accordance with Section 7 of the 
Act, such agencies, and only such agen- 
cies, are required to insure that actions 
authorized, funded, or carried out by 
them do not adversely affect the Critical 
Habitat of Endangered or Threatened 
species. The designation of Critical Hab- 
itat for the Florida Everglade kite, Amer- 
ican peregrine falcon, palila. dusky sea- 
side sparrow, Cape Sable sparrow, and 
Morro Bay kangaroo rat, as delineated 
below, points out areas where this re- 
sponsibility will apply. This designation 
does not automatically prohibit any par- 
ticular action, and it is likely that many 
kinds of Federal actions involving the 
areas in question would not be expected 
to be detrimental to these species. 

REORGANIZATION OF REGULATIONS 

It was also proposed in the FEDERAL 
REGISTER of December 22, 1976 (41 FB 
55730) to reorganize the location of the 
list of Critieal Habitat designations. 
Until now, each Critical Habitat deter- 
mination has been assigned a separate 
section number in Subpart F of Part 17. 
Starting withthe Critical Habitat desig- 
nation for the snail darter at B 17.81, 
sequential numbers have been assigned 
for the Critical Habitats of the American 
crocodile (5 17.62). the California condor 
(I 17.64). the Indiana bat (0 1’7.65) and 
the Florida manatee (8 17.661. In addi- 
tion, the Critical Habitat designation of 
the yellow-shouldered blackbird WBS as- 
signed 0 17.87. This procedural method 
has been inefllcient because of the rapid 
consumption of available section num- 
bers in Subpart F. Therefore, this rule- 
making deletes the present Subpart F. 
“Critical Habitat,” and adds a new Sub- 

.part I, “Interagency Cooperation.” With- 
in the new Subpart I. all Critical Habitat 
designations for fish and wildlife will be 
listed under 8 17.95. The proposed use of 
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55 17.91 through 17.94 was set forth in 
the FEDERAL REGISTER of January 26. 
1977 (42 FB 4868-48723. The following 
sequence will be utilixed in B 17.95: 
9 17.95(a) -mammals ; 0 17.95 (bl - 
birds; 5 17.95(c)-reptiles; 117.95(d)- 
amphibians (reserved) ; 5 17.95(e)- 
Ashes; 0 1?.95(f)-clams (reserved) ; 
0 17.95(g)-malls (reserved) ; ; ;;.fi; 
(hl -crustaceans (reserved) ; 
(i)-insects (reserved) ; 8 17.95(j)‘- 
other (reserved). Critical Habitat desig- 
nations for plants will be located at 
5 17.96. 

NATIONAL ENVIRONMENTAL POLICY ACT 

An environmental assessment has been 
prepared and is on Ale in the Service’s 
Of&e of Endangered Species in Wash- 
ington, D.C. The assessment is the basis 
for a decision that the determinations of 
this rulemaking are not major Federal 
actions that would significantly affect 
the quality of the human environment 
within the meaning of the National En- 
vironmental Policy Act of 1969. 

FINAL RULEPUKING 

The Director has considered alI com- 
ments and data submitted in response to 
the proposed determination of Critical 
Habitat for the Florida Everglade kite, 
American peregrine falcon, palila, dusky 
seaside sparrow, Cape Sable sparrow, 
and Morro Bay kangaroo rat. The Direc- 
tor also has considered other informa- 
tion received by the Service, both prior 
to and subsequent to the publication of 
the proposed Critical Habitat determina- 
tions in the FEDERAL REGISTERS of July 
14, 1976; August 30, 1976; December 3, 
1976; and December 22, 1976. Based on 
this review, the areas delineated below 
are determined to be Critical Habitat for 
the species indicated. 

This rulemaking is issued under the 
authority contained in the Endangered 
Species Act of 1973 (16 U.S.C. 1531-1543; 
87 Stat. 8841, and was prepared by Dr. 
Ronald M. Nowak, Oface of Endangered 
&X&S.
